EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 34 

Series of 2020 


AN EXECUTIVE ORDER STRICTLY PROHIBITING HIGH RISKS AND VULNERABLE 
MEMBERS OF SOCIETY IN THE PUBLIC PLACES OF THE CITY OF KORONADAL 

WHEREAS, His Excellency, Rodrigo Roa Duterte issued Presidential Proclamation No. 
922, series of 2020, 'Declaring A State of Public Emergency Throughout the Philippines' to 
capacitate government agencies and LGUs utilize resources to implement urgent measures to 
contain and prevent the spread of COVID 19, mitigate its effects and impact to community, and 
prevent serious disruption of the functioning of the .government and the community and 
Presidential Proclamation No. 929 series of 2020, dated March 16 2020, 'Declaring A State of 
Calamity Throughout the Philippines due to C0V1D-19 ‘; 

WHEREAS, Executive Order No. 29 series of 2020 was issued pursuant to Proclamation 
No. 922 and the Department of Health's issue of Code Red Sub-level 2 due to the increasing 
number of confirmed COVID-19 cases In the country. 

WHEREAS, as confirmed by the local health authorities, there is no testing kits yet 
available in the entire SOCCSKSARGEN REGION, hence, the reports that we are Covid-19 free is 
unreliable as of this time and continues to pose as a threat to the most vulnerable sectors of the 
society. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, ELIORDO U. OGENA, City Mayor of Koronadal by virtue of the 
powers vested In me by law and the sovereign will of the people, do hereby order, effective 
March 19, 2020, all high risk and vulnerable members of our society are strictly advised to stay 
at home and will be prohibited in public places. 

High risk and vulnerable members of society as defined by health authorities are: 

1. Children age 0-17 yrs. old 

2. Adult age 60 above 

3. Pregnant women 

4. People who have special medical needs 

5. Immunocompromised individuals such as but not limited to those suffering and 
recovering from cancer, stroke, kidney ailments and other sickness. 

All public and private entities must strictly implement the above-mentioned in their 
respective establishments and adopt appropriate measures to give effect to the same. 

REPEALING CLAUSE. All Orders, issuances, and memoranda issued inconsistent 
herewith are deemed superseded canceled and or revoked. 

SEPARABILITY CLAUSE. If and provision or parts thereof is held invalid or 
unconstitutional the remainder of this order no otherwise affected shall remain in full force. 

EFFECTIVITY. Thus Executive Order shall take effect on March 17, 2020
